44  When,  in  the  coorae  of  human  event*, 
it  becomes  necessary  for  one  people  to  dii- 
seive  the  political  bond*  which  have  con¬ 
nected  them  with  another,  and  to  assume 
among  the  powers  of  the  earth  the  separate 
and  equal  station  to  which  the  laws  of  na¬ 
ture  and  of  nature’s  God  entitle  them,  a 
decent  respect  for  the  opinions  of  mankind 
requires  that  they  should  declare  the  causes 
which  impel  them  to  the  separation. 

■ 1  We  hold  these  truths  £to  be  *ritsvi- 
dent ; — that  all  men  are  created  equal ; 
that  they  #re  endowed  by  their  Creator 
with  certain  unalienable  rights;  that 
among  these  are  Life,  liberty,  and  the  pur¬ 
suit  of  happiness;  that,  to  secure  these 
rights,  governments  are  instituted  among 


consent  of  the  governed  ;  that  whenever 
any  torm  of  government  becomes  destruc¬ 
tive  of  these  ends  it  is  the  right  of  the 
people  to  alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  in¬ 
stitute  a  new  government,  laying  its  foun¬ 
dation  on  such  principles,  and  organizing 
Ita  powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shal  I 
seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  safety  and 
happiness.  Prudence,  indeed,  will  dictate 
that  governments  long  established  should 
not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient 
causes;  and  accordingly  all  experience 
hath  shown  that  mankind  are  more  dis¬ 
posed  to  suffer,  while  evils  are  sufferable, 
than  to  right  themselves  by  abolishing  the 
forms  to  which  they  are  accustom cd.  But 
when  a  long  train  of  abuses  and  usurpa¬ 
tions,  pursuing  invariably  the  same  object, 
evinces  a  design  to  reduce  them  under 
absolute  despotism,  It  is  their  duty,  to 
throw  off  such  government,  and  to  provide 
new  guards  for  their  future  security.  Such 
has  been  the  patient  sufferance  of  these 
colonies ;  and  such  Is  now  the  necessity 
which  constrains  them  to  alter  their  former 
system  of  government  The  history  of  the 
present  King  of  Great  Britain  is  a  history 
of  repeated  injuries  and  usurpations,  all 
having  in  direct  object  the  establishment 
of  an  absolute  tyranny  over  these  states.” 

This  Declaration  of  principles  and  senti¬ 
ments  is  then  followed  by  a  strong  Bill  of 
Indictment  against  George  the  Third. 
King  of  Great  Britain,  solemnly  charging 
him,  under  twenty -seven  distieti  specifica¬ 
tions,  of  outrages  such  as  no  people  with 
any  pretentions  to  liberty  and  manhood 
could  be  justified  in  submitting  to;  and  a 
complaint  and  warning  against  the  British 
people,  painfully  concluding  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  sentence  : 

11  We  must  therefore  acquiesce  in  the  ne- 
cans  tty  which  denounces  our  separation, 
and  hold  them,  as  we  hold  the  rest  or 
mankind,  enemies  in  war — in  peace, 
friends.” 

®  This  1  ra Aortal  document  close*  with  the 
following  declaration  of  the  high  purpose, 
firm  resolve,  and  holy  trust  which  gsve 
birth  and  vigor  to  our  favored  country : 

**We,  therefore,  the  representatives  of 
the  United  Buies  of  America,  in  General 
Congress  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Su 
pram*  Judge  of  the  world  for  the  rectitude 
of  our  Intentions,  do,  in  the  name  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  good  people  of  these 
colonist,  solemnly  publish  and  declare  that 
these  United  Colonies  are,  and  of  right 
ought  to  be,  free  and  independent  states  ; 
that  they  at*  absolved  from  all  allegiance 
to  ibe  British  crown,  and  that  all  political 
connection  between  them  ssJ  tbi  state  of 
Great  Britain  It,  and  nupht  to  be,  totally 
dissolved,  and  that,  si  free  and  in  depend 
ent  states,  they  have  full  power  to  levy 
war,  conclude  peace,  contract  alliances,  es¬ 
tablish  com  meres,  and  do  all  other  acts 
and  things  which  independent  states  may 
of  right  do.  And  for  the  support  of  Mlfr 
declaration,  with  a  firm  reliance  on  the 
protection  of  Divine  Providence,  wr  nut 
tually  pledge  to  each  other  our  lives,  our

thtrieen  original  patriotic  States,  poorly 
developed,  with  e  population  ot  only  three 
million  souls.  During  tbs  Century  now 
nearly  closed,  it  will  have  expanded  in 
number  of  8  Lutes  to  thirty -nine,  three 
times  the  original  number  and  area ,  and 
hare  swelled  in  population  to  nearly  forty 
five  millions. 

Its  agricultural,  manufacturing  end 
commercial  industries  have  developed  mar* 
veiloualy;  and  Be  wealth  has  increased  in 
proportion* 

But  the  enlargement  of  territory,  the 
multiplication  of  State*,  the  enormous  in¬ 
crease  of  population,  and  the  augment** 
tiou  of  wealth,  were  not  the  objects  for 
which  our  forefathers  abandoned  their 
homes,  country  and  friend*  ;  such  motives 
could  not  have  reconciled  them  to  the 
trials  and  privntioos,  exposures  and  suffer 
ing*  of  a  pioneer  hie,  and  to  the  bloody 
sacrifices  In  a  long  and  unequal  struggle 
with  the  martialed  hosts  of  despotic  pow 
or.  7  heir  purhuit  was  happiness,  with  the 
unalienable  rights  of  life  and  liberty. 
They  in  tensely  desired  and  inexorably  de¬ 
manded  a“govemment  of  their  own  choos¬ 
ing,  with  equal  rights  and  privileges, 
legally  secured,  and  imperii  ally  adminis¬ 
tered.  The  rectitude  of  their  intentions 
justified  their  reliance  on  Divine  Provi¬ 
dence,  and  their  mutual  pledge  to  each 
other  of  life,  fortune  and  honor,  not  only 
vindicated  their  sincerity,  but  alaO  made 
them  valiant  and  irrepressible. 

They  cams  wit  of  the  long  war  vectors, 
ami  indrpemUnce  wars  conquered  and 
were  assured. 

Now  it  is  well  for  u«  to  consider  what 

►  h 

leas  accomplished.  Other  nations  have 
1>eeii  embroiled  in  wars,  have  fought  and 
bled,  and  have  conquered  a  peace.  Italy 
diil  so  ,  so  did  Germany.  But  how  differ* 
ent  th  ■  liberty  of  those  peoples,  from  that 
which  our  citiaens  enjoy. 

According  to  the  American  standard 
the  elective  franchise  (or  right  of  voting)  is 
the  first  test  of  the  liberty  of  the  people. 
It  r*  that  which  constitute*  the  citixrr, 
identifying  him  with  bis  government  in 
vole*  find  heart.  Free  speech  and  a  frM 
press,  form  another  test  of  liberty.  They 
unfetter  the  mind,  ennoble  the  subject, 
and  justify  the  mutual  confidence  of 
Ruler  and  citizen. 

Now  if  these  tests  be  applied,  and  the 
comparison  be  made  between,  even  the  two 
countries  above  named  and  the  United 
States,  and  how  resplendent  do  oar  liber* 
ties  shine  I 

In  Italy,  notwithstanding  the  large  liber* 
ty  that  nation  enjoys  in  many  respects,  the 
right  to  vote  has  by  no  means  as  yet  been 
granted  to  the  people.  We  have  good 
authority  for  saying  thaj  there  are  mens* 
hers  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  at  whose 
election  not  more  than  twenty  or  thirty 
vo  tea  in  all  were  cast  I  The  so-called  pop¬ 
ular  elections  are  little  more  than  hollow 
sUama  In  her  most  recent  electoral  lists 
only  528,489  names  were  written  in  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  nearly  27*000,000  t  Which  is 
less  than  two  per  cent  of  the  population. 
Contrast  this  with  the  suffrage  in  our 
cyuotry,  In  the  United  States,  with  a 
population  ot  40,000,000,  the  actual  vets 
polled  in  the  general  election  of  1873  was 
6.431,257,  which  fell  far  below  the  number 
of  those  who  had  the  right  to  vote  bat 
who,  from  one  cans*  and  another,  could 
not  or  did  not  exercise  it  Making  due 
allow ance  lor  the  infirm,  the  sick,  the  ab 
sent,  the  indifferent  and  we  suppose  the 
percentage  of  those  enjoying  the  right  of 
suffrage  in  this  country  to  beat  least  rarn 
ttmfb  greater  than  in  Italy.  The  com¬ 
parison  of  freedom  of  speech  would  doubt* 
less 'exhibit  a  more  favorable  aspect  still  for 
this  country. 

Without  having  date  in  respect  to  Ger 
many  and  other  countries  at  our  command 
just  now,  we  conclude  that  none  of  the 
countries  of  Continental  Europe  can  make 
any  just  pretentions  to  rights  of  speech 
and  of  suffrage  at  all  comparable  to  that 
enjoyed  b^every  citizen  in  this  favored 
land.  The  following  paragraph  recently 
dtspatriied  by  cable  is  apprepoe  to  our  ar¬ 
gument  : 

44  Liberty  of  speech  is  not  one  of  the 
blessings  now  enjoyed  by  Germany,  A 
sentence  ot  imprison  meat  for  a  year  and  a 
half  baa  been  passed  upon  a  Deputy,  Herr 
Mom,  for  certain  speeches  delivered  by 
him  at  some  meeting  of  working  men. 
The  most  serious  charge  made  against  him 
was  that  he  had  denounced  *  standing 
army” 

•This  priceless  boon  of  liberty  and  equal 
right*  we  h*ve  inherited  from  s  noble 
ancestry,  and  if  we  mean  to  hand  this  rich 
legacy  down  to  future  generation*,  ws 
must  teach  ita  vqtae  to  our  children  and 
see  that  they  understand  and  cherish  It  as 
a  gift  from  heaven,  entrusted  to  our  keep¬ 
ing  for  the  benefit  of  the  human  rice,  and 
more  precious  than  life  itself.

As  tne  Trustees  had 
given  no  official  invitation  to  the  public, 
there  is  no  wonder  that  the  President  of 
the  Board  should  express  his  surprise  at 
the  Urge  audience  assembled,  which  is  at¬ 
tribute  f>lv,  no  doubt,  to  our  voluntary  no¬ 
tice,  and  to  the  private  invitation*  of  the 
pupil*  t  born  selves. 

The  printed  programmes,  for  some  un¬ 
known  cause,  not  having  been  distributed, 
the  Principal  of  the  school,  as  director  of 
the  exhibition,  had  to  announce  the  per¬ 
formances  (rom  a  manuscript  iu  his  hand. 
This  must  ex  plain  omissions  and  ini  portae 
tions  of  our  report 

The  exercises  com  prised  (in  the  onmskm 
of  a  public  prayer,)  a  mental,  but  no  doubt 
heartfelt  prayer  from  all  clergymen  and 
Christians  present,  to  Almighty  God  for 
his  benedictions  upon  the  institution,  the 
trustees,  teachers,  pupils,  and  their  parent*, 
etc.;  excellent  vocal  music,  with  accmn- 
panicnent;  declamation*,  readings,  dia¬ 
logues,  recitations,  by  th#  pupils*  The 
performances  were  of  various  merit, 
though  all  deserve  credit.  If  we  were  to 
particularise,  H  would  be  to  award  special 
merit  to  Master  Samuel  Miller  who  acquit¬ 
ted  himself  admirably  in  a  difficult  collo¬ 
quy,  and  to  Mia*  ColJius  who  read  with  ar¬ 
ticulate  clearness  and  fine  expression. 

The  singing  in  this  school  is  a  notable 
and  praiseworthy  feature.  Prof.  Marshall, 
the  instructor,  gave  an  exhibition  of  hie 
method,  which  demons  tinted  it*  excellence 
and  bis  efficiency  as  a  teacher.

If  our  trustees  doubt 
the  expediency  of  distinguishing  the  dili¬ 
gent  and  th*  worthy,  they  may  have  good 
reaaone;  but  our  experience  end  convictions 
are  in  Its  favor.

To  tho  Editore  of  tho  Satukdat  Gaecttb. 

Gehtleiteiv:  You  say  in  your  issue  of 
June  27th  that  44  Mr.  Clark— meaning  my- 
self — Is  arraying  hlmeelf  with  the  antago- 
niste  ot  tbe  Montclair  Railway  Company/* 

etc. 

Now,  this  statement  is  not  true,  and  1 
presume  that  you  will  be  willing  to  correct 
n  ami  to  publish  the  tacts  of  the  coao.  If 
mi  t  give  them. 

In  1822,1  sold  to  the  Montclair  Railway 
Company  the  right  of  way  and  land  desir¬ 
ed  for  depot  purposes  at  \V  ate  hung  for  cue 
third  of  Us  red  value. 

That  Company  a*  a  consideration  and 
Inducement  to  me  to  eell  the  same  on  those 
terms  executed  a  contract  with  me  rigped 
by  J.  IL  Pratt,  President,  and  witnessed 
by  H,  C.  Spaulding,  agreeing,  among 
other  things.  to  ran  4  trains  each  way 
per  day  from  Watch  ung  to  the  Hudson 
River.” 

To  erect  a  depot  and  freight  bouse  at 
their  own  expense,  ate,  etc.,  and  to  com¬ 
mence  running  thj  train*  on  a  certain  day. 

The  contract  was  full  and  complete  in 
all  respects,  and  was  mad*  with  an  in  tea 
tion  on  my  part  that  It  should  be  fulfilled 
la  all  reasonable  respect*  by  both  of  the 
contracting  parties. 

I  extended  the  time  for  the  road  to  com¬ 
mence  operations  once  or  twice,  and  for  a 
year  and  more  I  never  required  an  exact 
fulfilment  of  it*  terms  and  conditions,  but 
only  tbe  essential  ones. 

The  road  commenced  miming  on  the  1st 
daj  of  January,  1873,  and  ran  regul  arly 
and  irregularly  until  it  ceaaed  running 
altogether  on  tbe  fflit  day  of  March,  1274. 
After  waiting  some  3  months  lor  a  perform¬ 
ance  of  the  terms  of  my  contract  by  that

land  which  I  had  sold  them  with  the  im* 
pro? emeu U  made  thereon,  consisting  of  tbe 
tremk  and  depot  liotare,  which  1  bad  emuw 
ed  to  be  built  without  the  cost  of  a  cent 
to  the  Company,  and  1  now  retain  the 
*aroe. 

Now,  Messrs.  Edito**,  I  want  that  Rail¬ 
road  Company  to  resume  bmkira. 

1  am  not  antagonist  to  iu  interest#  nor 
to  that  of  the  p  iWic. 

I  am  dr erin ined  to  do-all  in  my  power 
to  aee  tb.it  it  does  rum  as  e  greed  originally 
with  me,  and  when  that  agr cement  is  car 
ried  out  the  public  will  be  accommodated 
and  satisfied. 

I  am  willing  to  L..-  recorded  with  those 
who  arc  antagonist  to  the  road  running 
uoce  or  twice  a  day  or  stopping  altogether 
as  bondholder*  or  syndicate  interests  re¬ 
quire. 

My  contract  is  carefully  and  legally 
drawn*  and  meant  just  what  it  oaya. 

I  have  more  than  fulfilled  my  part  of  it, 
and  now  I  expect  “The  Montclair  Railway 
Company/*  its  i ucceasora,  or  assign*,  trus¬ 
tees,  etc.,  to  fulfil  their  part  of  ft. 

The  contract  says:  44  Oo  their  (tbe  Com 
pany’s)  failure  to  perform  tbe  covenant*  of 
said  contract  or  any  thereof  that  the 
land  hereby  contracted  to  be  sold  abell  re

and  they  shall  be  entitled  to  re-enter  upon 
and  take  possession  thereof  freed  from  all 
incumbrance  ot  every  nature  or  kind  charg¬ 
ed  thereon  by  said  Railway  Company  it* 
successors  or  assigns.
